He "Says There Was a Sufficiency of 


Provisions at Santiago.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—The war investigating commission began the examina- 


tion of witnesses today by placing Gen'. Joseph Wheeler on the stand. 
Chairman 


Dodge stated to him the scope of the commission's duties, and asked Wheeler 
whether he had :iiiy objections to being sworn. 
He- replied that he had none, then 


tho oath was administered.' Ex-Governor Beaver conducted the examination, de- 
veloping the.essential facts of Wheeler's rank and command. Wheeler stated -tnal 
he left Tampa for-'Cubu June 14th, but had no knowledge of the plan of Campaign 
before going aboard the transport.. When told of the voyage June 21st, Shatter or- 
dered him to disembark next day, which he did with a portion of his command. 
He rode into tho country four miles that day and the" next moved his troops to 
Jagurarita. Then he began r'eeonoitering and arranging with Gen. Castillo of tho 
Cuban army to send Cuban troops with his men, but unfortunately the Cubans did 
not keep their engagement. He told of the first battle at La Quasima. He was at 
the battle of El Caney, and expressed his opinion that more men were killed in the 
formation of the-line than afterwards. He told of the necessity for wading the San 
Juan river, saying the water was about waist deep. 
"1 ought to say," said the 


general in the course of his testimony, "that it was magnificent to see the officers 
of high rnnk go ashore with packs on their backs, accepting all the ir.rtunes of war 
wHlAhcir men. They slept on the ground with the soldiers. 
None were mounted 


and we were without tents seven days." The supplies., h<> considered 
sufficient, 


except in a few instances, and in these instances the deficiency was only temporary. 
"Shafter,'' he said, "deserves great credit for the zeal displayed in this respect. He 
devoted himself' to this task, and 1 think there is no doubt that he succeeded. There 
was comparatively little suffering because of the shortness of quartermaster's sup- 
plies.". 


Discussing ihenlan of campaign Wheeler said he doubted whether any more ef- 


fective plan could have been adopted. 
Speaking of the medical department, he said 


at times there were complaints but they were not serious. On occasions there were 
shortages of surgeons, some being sick or wounded. According to Wheeler's belie* 
the wounded in battle were proniptly cared for by the surgeons. 
After the fight of 


July 1, all the wounded were carried from tho-field tliai night. Witness had heard 
there was more complaint on account of .shortage of medicine among the infantry 
than tho cavalry service. Ee said that he had no control over the supplies which 
were, taken to Santiago on the transports, when he left Tampa. This was attended 
to by dilVcrent.staff officers. 
He only knew from conversation with these that 


there was an abundance of supplies of all character.

the American troops these tnxes have not 
been collected. Now, however, the mini- 
muni rates will be exacted, which will 
bring in a revenue of a hundred and fifty

needed for local improvements. It is the 
policy of Gen. Wood to spend all he con 
legitimately upon Santiago, which is ex- 
actly the opposite of the system, adopted 
by Spaniards. The water in tho dry 
season costs 23 cents a barrel. Wood's 
plan is to bore artesian wells and obtain- 
a plentiful 
supply 
of water. Santiago 


can sUnd the expenditure of a lot of 
money in improveincn(«, but Wood pro- 
poses'to built! tne boulevards around the 
city, thus -practically extending Uic -m- 
its making the outskirts the most popu- 
lar'portion".'

They 
were looking after two men who shot 
and killed Emil Lieber, a brewer and sa- 
loon keeper, who lives on the old Chicago 
road between this city and Milwaukee. 


The iirst intimation the members of the 


Racine . police 
force had 
that murder 


wns committed was at 11:30 last night, 
wlicn a telephone message-came instruct- 
ing them to look out for two men with 
a gray horse and buggy 
and a 
full de- 


scription of the men was given. 


All of the night men were 
notified. 


Officer Bassinger located two strangers at 
the Merchants hotel who came in late 
and one of them answered to the descrip- 
tion of one of the murderers. 
Detective 


Hannafin, one of. the best detectives in. 
Milwaukee, came down and looked at 
the man., but happened to know him and 
although 
the description was exactly 


that of one of the murderers, the gentle- 
man was net arrested, proving that he 
came ofl the boat from Milwaukee. The 
detective said that had • he 
not kr.own 


the man he would have certainly taken 
the gentleman back to Milwaukee. 


Every incoming train ou the Chicago, 


i Northwestern railway was searched by 
detectives,'ar.d Detectives Broderick and 
Sullivan, wore at Western Union Junc- 
tion 
stopping 
and 
searching trains. 


Every single dc-tective on the Milwaukee 
force was out searching for miles in the 
vicinity of the murder. 


Detective Hannifin said that it was the 


most cmsl-and-cold-blopded-murder- ever, 
committed in Southern Wisconsin. 


Emil Lieber is an employe of the Jung 


Brewing company 
at 
Milwaukee. He 


worked iu the day 
time and 
his 
wife 


cares for his saloon, but at 
night Mr. 


Lieber took care of the saloon. About 
0:30 o'clock last night two men entered 
the saloon and soiled themselves 
at a 


table and called for beer, which wns 
served. One of them was about 22 years 
of age, tall and slender, and wore a 
black scarf about his neck. He was of 
fair complexion and was dressed in'a 
dark suit and black slouch hat. The 
other man was short nnd heavy set, .with 
an exceptionally swarthy complexion and 
thick lips. He was about iS years old 
and wore a brown sack coat and black 
trousers. 


The men drank the beer served 
and 


then called for whisky. Suddenly 
the 


tall man arose and yelled, ''Hands'up!" 
and pulled a revolver, as did his com- 
panion. Mr. Lieber threw up his hands, 
but Mrs. Lieber threw 
a bottle at me 


men and at the same time her husband 
attempted to dodge under the arm.of the 
tall, man and run for the side door. Tho 
tall fellow shot him in the side, then in 
the head and back and the poor man 
fell dead 
near the 
side entrance. The 


men ran Irom the s.iloon and Mrs. Lie- 
ber, who escaped injury, ran after them 
and screamed and neighbors across the 
street heard her cries and repaired to the 
scene and the Milwaukee polke were 
notified as 
soon as possible and in a. 


short time every available man was out 
scouring after the murderers. 


Mrs. Lieber states that 
tiie men es- 


caped in a buggy and had a gray horse. 
Detective Hamwtin states that so far as 
he was a-ble to ascertain after a visit to 
the scone of the murder, the mcu did not 
have a horse and buggy. 


Liebcr was 30 years of age and besides 
wife, loaves a son and three daughters,

Manila, Philippines Islands,

Dear Friend 
John:—Your

letter received at Camp Dewey, located 
on the bay, about five miles from Munilu

9lli of August. We 
left

Francisco bay on the 27th of June, and 
arrived in Manila bay on thu 31st day oi 
July, but did not land until, the 7th. oi 
August. I tell you it was a tiresonu 
vovii.'e. We were all as weak as babies. 
After wo had landed we had to.make a. 
march of a mile lo our future camp, and 
arrived there more dead than aiive, just 
before dark. On the tenth we went to 
the 
trenches, our company having 
tho 


position of honor, that is, the one near- 
est the enemies lines. - 1 was sent to an 
outpost, with about ten boys of the com- 
pany, which is loci-.ted about seven hun- 
dred yards from our Iraes, and up to 
within two hundred yards of the enemy. 
Xext day we all went home, muddy, 
tired, and disappointed, for there was no 
skirmishing as there usually had been. 
On the Kith, Saturday, we had a battio, 
in which we were victorious, it lasted 
about three hours. That same night wa 
slept in the town, that is what little wa 
eould get when riot oa guard, "and then 
in 
such 
comfortable 
places as stone 


walks or mud, I tried both, and slept 
well in spite of the mosquitoes. 


Our company was uaucr !ire.'but as 


we. got no orders to do so, we did not get 
a ciiance to return the compliment. Co. 
F was in reserve during the whole en- 
gagement. 
All the boys were as coin- 


posed as possible, in fact the most^of 
them were as cool as though they wero 
on .1 little hunt at home. 
L shall not at- 


tempt to describe the buttle, for you can 
get much better descriptions of it than 
I conUl give yon, from the papers. There 
are three correspondents in our company, 


one, 
a Mr. Tew. who is writing for the 


Minneapolis Times. I was laying right 
by his side in tht trenches while lie was 
writini;. and was with him nearly all tho 
time, during the fight. 


Whatever you do, don't ever enlist, for 


I promise you. you will regret it. li I 
cot out of" this alive, and there should 
be occasion to do S0j Uncle Sam will 
need soldiers worse than he did tuis time 
to induce me to enlist again.

And Nicholas, being 
a small man. completely disappears in 
the sea of humanity engulfing him. 
To hit him, an assassin would have to

Offi- 
cially the personal safety of the czar 
Is entrusted to the master of police, 
who is again controlled by a general 
chosen by the czar for a longer or 
shorter period, or for different locali- 
ties, ns the case may be. 


The presidents, or masters of police, 


at St. Petersburg. Berlin, Vienna, 
Rome-and of all the capitals of Europe 
report dally to their sovereigns, their 
business having precedence over any 
other affairs of state.
